Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of species 1, claims 1,4, 7-14, and 31 (as 
amended below) in the reply filed on 10/20/05 is acknowledged. 
These claims have been allowed over the prior art. 
Further, claims 2, and 15-22 have been rejoined and allowed. 
Therefore, claims 1 , 2, 4, 7-22 and 31 are allowed. 



Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

1) cancel claims 3., 5, 6, 23-30. 

2) amend claim 31 as follows:

b) line 7, delete "and (3)". 

c) line 9, after "200°C;" insert -and-. 
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d) lines 11-13, delete "; (3) the adhesive film has a ratio of a thickness (A) 
of the resin layer A to a thickness (B) of the support film, (A/B), of at most 0.5". 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claims 1 and 31 , prior art could not be located that taught an adhesive film with a 
support film having a linear thermal expansion coefficient of at most 3.0x1 0" 5 /°C at 20 to 
200°C. 

With respect to claims 2 and 31 , prior art could not be located that taught an 
adhesive film with a support film having a thermal shrinkage ratio of at most 0.15% 
when heated to 200°C for 2 hours.
